ARMY GIVES ELT MEDAL. 

San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 22.—[Special.}-- 
Another American aviator broke another 
American record today when Philip O. Far- 
malee in a Wright biplane remained in the 
air nearly four hours. Parmalee was up ex- 
actly 3 hours, 39 minutes, end 49% seconds. 
A. Welsh at St. Louis previously had made 
a record of 3 hours, 11 minutes, and 55 sec- 
onds, while Arch Hoxzsey at Los Angeles 
stayed aloft 3 hours and 17 minutes. 

Thie was a big aviation day in San Fran- 
cisco and Parmaiee’s feat was only one of 
a number of unusual incidents, including the. 
visit of the diva, Tetrazaini, to the grounds 
as the guest of honor of the aviation author- 
itiea, 

Parmalee's long fight was uneventful save 
in one instance. While sailing close to the 
San Bruno hills he dipped suddenly and 
sharply to force gasoline into hig engines, 
and gave the crowd a thrill. : 


Feat Seen by 25,000 Spectators, 

When he descended the 25,000 spectators 
cheered him heartily and enthusiasts car- 
tied him on their shoulders to a stand in the 
middle of Selfridge field, where Gen. Tasker

Other relatives contested the 
will, however, and suoceeded in disizfheriting 
the boy. When he was 16 years ola he ran 
away and went to sea, circling Cape Horn, 
and arriving in California with 26 cents in his 
pocket. He made a friend of the superin- 
tendent of the Union Pacific railroad, which 
then was extending its line across the moun- 
tains. He was employed as a water boy and 


later as a timekeeper and worked for the. 


railroad for three years until the line was 
finished. During this time he did not draw 
a dollar in wages, living expenses being paid

by the railroad, and when the line was fin- 
ished he received a check for nearly $10,000. 
With this money he came to Chicago.

} ‘State's Attorney Wayman end Judge Ker 
ten ‘said they beliéved that the Improve- 

dent ot the jury system would more 

verclets in Criminal court cases. 

The judges are not given sufficient pow- 
ers,“ Judge Kavanagh sald. It at the close 
of a case the court discusses the evidence 


which has been offered, he promptly is re- 


versed by the higher court, I think the main 
defect is in the instructions given to the 
jury. They don't instruct; they only are a 
mass. of stilted verbiage, and, if a judge 
varies from the regular stilted form, it is 
error. Then the jury in Hlinols is made the 
sole judge of the law, as well as the evi- 
dence. So a blacksmith or a bricklayer may 
overrule the judge, who has made the study 
jot the law his life's business. 
Bills Agreed On by Judges. 

“In the three bills which I shall send 
to Springfield this week—all of which were 
agreed upon as necessary by the judges last 
year—we will ask, first, for a law allowing 
the state to amend an indictment without 
sending the whole Fase back to the grand 
jury, and turning the prisoner loose. This 
must be done now if a man is charged with 
stealing a black horse, when in reality he 
stole a white horse. 

“Next we want a law giving judges the 
right to instruct juries orally. If a judge 
could have a plain matter of fact talk with 
the jury on the law and the evidence after a 
case is finished, I think the juries virtually 
always would bring in a verdict which the tv- 
idence justified. I think the ordinary jury is 
honest, but is confused by endless and mean- 
ingless instructions: and by much complex 
evidence which easily could be explained if 
the court were allowed to do It. 

Error Must Show Prejudice. 

“ The third proposed measure provides that 
no case shall be reversed on error, unless it is 
shown that the error has worked prejudice. 
The theory that prejudice exists wherever 
error is found is wrong.“ 

Judge Kersten said he had little fault to find 
as a general rule with the verdicts of juries 
returned in his court, but he said the jurtes 
could be improved, f more business men 
served. 

“ Juries often are confused by the instruc- 
tions, more argumentative than instructive,”’ 
he said. ‘ The rule that the jury is the sole 
judge of the law is absolutely ridieulous. 

State’s Attorney Wayman insists that sat- 
isfactory verdicts will be returned by juries 
when the law is followed and the jurors are 
made up of all classes of citizens. 

“It was conceded before the judges in the 
investigation ofthe jury commissioners’ of- 
fice,” he said, that the only names being 
put in the jury box were those of boys just 
past 21 and of men who recently have moved 
into Cook county.”

Brown .Stew of Beef with Dumplings.—One 
and a half pounds of beef, two tablespoons of 
Jour, one teaspoon of kitchen bouquet, one small 
carrot, one teaspoon of salt, one saltspoon of 
pepper, two tablespoons of fat, one quart of 
water, one onion, one bay leaf. Cut the meat 
in cubes of one inch and roll them in. one 
tablespoon of the flour. Put the fat into the 
Saucepan, when hot throw in the meat: shake 
until it is slightly browned or until the outside 
of each plece is thoroughly seared to retain the 
juices. Draw the meat to one side of the sauce- 
pan, add the eother tablespoon of flour to the 
fat in the bottom of the pan, mix, and add the 
Stir this until boiling, add all the sea- 
soning, cover the pan, and stand ie where it 
will simmer (180 degrees Fahrenheit) for one 
and a half hours. Ten minutes Before serving 
make the dumplings Which never fail. Dump- 
lings: Put into a bowl one pint of flour with 
which you have sifted a rounding teaspoon of 
salt. Add about two-thirds of a cup of milk. 
Take the bowl and a teaspoon to the side of 
the fire and drop thé mixture all over the top 
of the stew by tea nfuls. Cover the sauce- 
pan and cook slowly for ten minutes without 
lifting the lid. Dish by putting the dumplings 
around the edge of the platter, the stew in the 
center, and pouring over the brown sauce.—

R. SHELDON, it appears, has hit upon 
‘an antidote for the prevailing theat- 

rical indisposition. 

It is in the form of an interesting 
play. which presents in a superficially 
agitating and not particularly thoughtful 
fashion “phases” of American, life and the 
„types which live them—types which are 
vivid, overdrawn, perhaps, and seen in situa- 
tions more to be taken for granted than re- 
garded as accurate reflections of our economic 
and social complexities. Assuming that it is 
Mr. Sheldon's purpose to compose that potent 
and expedient thing known as a good show,” 
he has tn “The Boss” succeeded; and he has 


| succeeded in a manner much more worthy than 


that of any of his groveling and more indus- 
trious contemporaries who write yellow jour- 
nalistic plays about the living things of today, 
bending the pregnant hinges of the knee that 
thrift may follow fawning. For some reason 
or other one takes Mr. Sheldon more seriously. 
than he does the othér member of the theatrical 
Salvation Army, whose sermons are largely 
sounded by à first act tambourine and a third 
act bass drum.

The Boss,“ in Mr: Sheldon’s idea and that 
of Mr. Holbrook Blinn, the expert imper- 
sonator thereof, is a braw Irish lad, born over 
the back room of a bar, the best scrapper in 
his parish. and ascended to affluence and power 
through his physical and magnetic dominance. 
By way of circumstances which recur more 
frequently in the theater than they do in every 
day life, he finds himself embattled commer- 
clally with the father of the woman he has 
without emphatic reason, to be his 
wife. Rather than have the poor depositors 
in her father’s faltering banks suffer the pangs 
of further poverty, this woman agrees, log- 
ically, to marry The Boss, since matrimony 
with her is the ransom he demands. But it is 
marriage in name y, and she sacrifices that 
not altogether invaluable asset, appegrance, to 
gave, the hoardings of the masses she has 
learned to pity through active and maybe 
fashionable work iu the social settlements.

But the lady’s father and brother, who are 


revolted at the suggestion of connection with. 


one of such indifferent standards of commer- 
cial honor—though they themselves have cheat- 
ed in their dealings—set out to ruin him, -de- 
spite the fact that half of his business is theirs, 
according to the ante-matrimonial agreement. 
They, in Mr. Sheldon's phrase, were born with 
top hats and sticks, and the block in which 
they live is like an icehouse. So they organize 
a strike among “Shindy Mike's emploves and 
proceed to put him out of business. He is a 
masterful chap, and one of his followers, 
“ Porky” McCoy; after murdering the keeper 
of a union-bar, throws a brick at the brother 
At a strike meeting and almost kills him. There 
is a solicitous scene in which the archbishop 
appears, with much sentimental and effec- 
tive talk about their boyhood in the Fourth 
ward, when they used to fight behind garbage 
cans with “ead pipe and other weapons of the 
masses. The Boss lies to the archbishop with 
a clear eyé and great sincerity, but when the’ 
showdown comes and the archbishop huris a 
Richelieu. curse’ at him he succumis,- but only 
temporarily. He is determined to win the strike. 

Even when his wife offers ta bestow upon 
him the matrimonial privileges which she has 
hither withheld he rebels. His kids, he 
says, will be born because he And his. wife 
are in love, body and soul, and he sends her 
away from him ih unsympathetic disgrace. “TI 
hgve done wrong things,” says he, but never 
anything“so bad as that.” Then they arrest 
him forsattempted murder, and he goes to jail 
rather than tell that the crime was not his, 
but the result of the eriminal effervescence of 
one of his henchmen—a loyal lad with a wife 
and child. He is a bafflmg amalgam of good 
5 bad —one of those heroes who would bribe a 
jury to save a friend, and 4s thus excruciatingly 
popular. Of course when the haughty help- 
meet finally discovers in the last act what all 
the audience have discovered in the frst——that 
he has a heart of gold—she kisses him, and he 
is content—with the future assured. 

Mr. Blinn's characterization of the title role 
was one of those admirable achflevements for 

which he is noted among the more discriminat- 
ing theatergoers, and it fairly entitles him to the 
stellar rank. His work in the third act, where 
he defeats one of Mr. Brady's more subdued 
mobs with his masterful personality, and a min- 
ute later blends that mood into one of. abject 
subjection to the woman he loves, we regard as 
a distiact accomplishment in acting. Mr. Blinn 
is engrossing all the way through. The other 
side of the conflict is in the hands of Miss 
Emily Stevens, a kinswoman of Mrs. Fiske, who 
must have watched her with admiration from 
her seat in the gallery; for she was natural, if 
not always sincere, projecting almost uncannily 
many Of Mrs. Fiske's ways of delivery. The 
audience was rather better than the usual Sun- 
day. wight gathering and it grew enthusiastic in 
the proper places, which on most frequent.

The Balalaika orchestra, (pronounced Ba- 
lalyka); an organization that enjoys the 
patronage and protection of the Russian court, 
opened a two weeks’ engagement at the Black- 
stone theater last night, and proved to be 
most attractive and unusual novelty. It num- 
bers some thirty-five or forty players, who ma- 
nipulate instruments that are strange to our 
eyes and ears. According to the program, they 
are all the instruments of the Russian peas- 
ant, with the exception of the autoharplike 
contrivance called the dulcimer, and the pro- 
gram was devoted chiefly to the presentation 


of folk songs and dances that are also the 


product of the masses. 
The balalatka comes in many sizes, It is 
er igh related to the mandolin, being played 
a plectrum and stopped on a fretted 
fing@rboard, the body being slightly broader 
and more shallow in proportion than is that 
of the instrument which was once the main- 
stay.of musie in American colleges. The tone 
in the smaller sizes at once is softer, and 
more resonant than that of the mandolin. In 
the larger varieties it has rather more of a 
gultarlike quality. Like the mandolin and the 
guitar, the balalaika,.in.big and small sizes, 
belongs to the numerous and varied lute 
family, though one does not need to know this 
to discover in its music a aes medieval 
flavor. 
> 
The music of the Russian. people always 
has that quality. By virtue thereof it seems 
to. exercise a curiously potent appeal to the 
American public. Weare a mildly imagina 
and’ sentimental people with a passion for The 
foreign in music. The home grown article we 
accept as commonplace and belonging to us. 
But let the public once believe that an art its 
essentialiy exotic, and its success is assured. 
It would seem, therefore, that this band . of 
Russians, playing upon strange instruments 


the quaint and unusual music of their people, 


have everything in their favor, and no pro- 
phetic gift. is needed to predict the probability 
of their success. 

To their credit be it said they are not obliged 
to rest their appeal to the public on the novel- 
ty. of their instruments and their programs. 
Under their conductor, W. W. Andreeff, these 
players have developed all the qualities that 
go to make that mst desirable of orchestral at- 
tributes. ai ensemble. In the matter of rhyth- 
mical precision this organization seems to have 
attained a sta dard which players upon ordi- 
nary instruménts find unnecessary.. Even the 
exceedingly rapid vibrations of thé plectrum 
seemed to conform to the fundamental rhythm 
of the moment, of which they were merely sub- 
divisions. controlled with mechanical accuracy. 
There resulted e tonal unity for which the sim- 
Harity of the instruments was not entirely re- 
sponsible.

matter of dynamic. proportions and 
there was similar accuracy, and, being 
Russians, these players are possessed of a 
sense for the rhythmical pulse and a faculty to 
emphasize it with subtle and ever shifting ac- 
cent which is one of the most attractive char- 
acteristics of Slavic music. 

The program was designed to please the mu- 
sician as well as the general public, though it 
is to de deubted if the former would care to 


hear it many times, and it may safely be as- 


sumed that the latter will be less quick to tire 
of its. slightly contrasted succession of folk 
son varied with popular excerpts from oper- 
atic Titerature. of the present. As to the folk 
tones, it is a well known fact that no other 
race is so rich in beautiful and expressive mel- 
odies. They interest at first hearing, both by 
reason of their eloquence and their unusual con- 
struction,. which is concerned with rhythmical 
and harmonic chapacteristics that combine with 
the short and vivid melodic phrases to accom- 
plish a musical expression oi nationality such 
as no other race can show. 

Because of the viyidness of this expression, 
as well.as by reason of the persistent melan- 
holy of ‘Russian .folk song, many of them 
heard on one evening become monotonous. Their 
vocabulary is limited. So ts that of the Bala- 
lafka orchestra, whieh, once one has become 
accustomed to its unusual tone color, is able 
only to com the contrasts of dynamics, 
tempo, and rhythmical impulse.

A QUESTION OF ACCOMMODATION. 

Ohicago, Jan. 20—I am a resident of 
Hyde Park, near Fifty-third street, and 
use the Illinois Central to and from my 
office every day. Having previously lived 
in New York, Philadelphia, and Pittsburg, 
long enough in each city to obtair a pret- 
ty thorough knowledge (from à victim’s 
point of view) of the transportation facili- 
ties therein, I can say that so far as the 
Hyde Park section near the IIHnois Cen- 
tral is concerned there is comparatively 
little cause for complaint. What I do 
wish to criticise, however, and I imagine 
most of my fellow patrons of the road 
will concur, is the system of entrances to 
the Fifty-third street. express station, and 
I think it applies to a number of the other 
stations as well. 

In order to reach the express’ platform 
passengers must now walk around long 
stretches of railing, dodge through gates, 
and climb various flights of steps, all con- 
suming enough time frequently to cause 
us to miss trains, and especially discom- 
moding persons. with baggage or children. 

I have 80 far failed to discover a reason 
for the maintenance of these mazes.” 
If it were necessary to deposit one’s ticket 
in a “chopping box,” as on the New York 
subway or elevated. it might be under- 
stood, but Z, probably 50 per cent of the 
regular riders have monthly or twenty-five 
trip tickets, which are punched on the 
train, the railroad gains nothing by forcing 
all passengers to use one entrance. I feel 
certain that with a little study on the part 
of the proper authorities a good proportion 
of the patrons of this road could be saved 
considerable time and annoyance and trust 
that you will see fit to submit this to the 
railroad officials and that it may be ac- 
cepted by them in the spirit in which it 
is written. Hrpe Park, 


To this letter Vice President Park of the 
Illinois Central railroad company made reply 


as follows: 

The mahagement welcomes criticisms or sugges- 
tions made in good faith, based on improvements in 
the service. Feeling that the above is in sincer- 
ity, I beg to advise that neither the necessities of 
the majority of the patrons, nor the earnings of 
the express suburban portion of the station at 
Fifty-thiréd street, and other similarly located sta- 
tions in the terminal, justify making such an ar- 
rangement as to overcome the trouble mentioned, 
which is somewhat magnified. 

For the accommodation of patrons using thie sta 
tion the company maintains a ticket agency at 
each street, on each side of the express platform. 
To permit passengers to enter the express trains 
at the exits on Fifty-third street would neces- 
sitate the employment. of two additional 
agents, which would mean maintaining three 
distinct agencies for only \one platform and 
would not even then facilitate the move- 
ment of the large majority of the past gers, 
who necessarily. come from the populated district, 
which is west and not east of the station. 

As all public carriers are compelied to regu- 
late their local conditions to take care of the 
many and not the isolated few, a change in the 
present arrangement is not feasible or desirable.

aned to standing room capacity, and those at 
trenty minute intervals during the day are nearly 
always well filled, it is surprising, indeed, to learn 
tliat the returns from the service are not highly 
satisfactory to the management. 

Granting thie condition to be a fact, and that the 
railroad cannot afford to increase its present 
force, I/might suggest the foljowing plan, vis: 
abandon the oid station bu west of the 
tracks at Fifty-third street by inclosing the space 
under the tracks and south of the iron railing 
along the sidewalk, 80 as to make a station um- 
cient for the accommodation of both the suburban 
and through passengers, and let the agent now 
located in thé old building handle the sale of 
tickets for the local suburban trains in addition 
to the through tickets; remove the booth now 
occupied by the suburban ticket agent to the 
north side of the street, where the turnstile exits 
from the express platform are now located, and 
arrange the gates at that point both for entrance 
and exit. 

I do not. think that by thie arrangement the du- 
ties of the first mentioned agent would be greatly 
increased, as the proportion of focal tickets sold 
at this station is very small compared with those 
sold for use’on the express trains. As the express 
service north bound is discontinued after 7:42 p. 
m., there would be no necessity for keeping the 
north side booth open after that time. I do not 
think that the construction of the station above 
suggested would involve much expense, or the 
abandonment of the present ancient structure west 
of the tracks cause much regret on the part of 
any one, and certainly the passengers taking 
through trains would be as well, if not better, ac- 
commodeted in the new location. 

As above stated, I have made thie suggestion 
with the idea in mind of a minimum increase of 
expense to the rafiroad, but, as you will note from 
Vice President Park's letter, a still simp'‘er sc!u- 
tion may be bad by the employment of two ad- 
ditional agents, whose salaries I am sure would 
not greatly increase the present operating ex- 
pense. It is the established custom in other lines 
of industry to take care of increasing business by 
the employment of additional help, and; judging 
by the rapid -growth in residence and apartment 
house capacities in the Hyde Park section, I cannot 
bat feel that the railroad must be enjoying a 
steady increase in business from this source. 1 
also wish to state that I live west of the track 
in the populated district mentioned by Vice 
President Park, and therefore speak for that sec- 
tion rather than for the ‘‘ isolated few, who, while 
permitted to contribute their fares to the raliroad 
company’s receipts, are apparently to be dismissed 
from the mind without further thought for their 
comfort or convenience.
